Some Pointed Questions. 


"It authorizes the president to em- 


iloy whomsoever he pleases without

Calvin Watkins, 10 years old, is a 


son of the dead woman and resides at 
New Haven with his grandmother, 
Mrs. 'Joseph 'Astry, widow of a former

engineer, 
who 
was 
well 


known in Fort Wayne during his life- 
time. Chicago officials, seeking to un- 
ravel the tragic .'mystery surrounding 
the death of.the couple, .evidently be- 
lieved the name upon the card .to be 
that of the'husband of the dead wom- 
an, and on Monday evening they tele- 
graphed to New Haven" asking if Mrs. 
Calvin Watkins were missing Irom 
home. 


Planned Visit to New Haven. 


Mrs. Watkins was divorced from her 


husband, whom she married in Chi- 
cago, and she was employed in a book- 
binding institution in .ttat city, con- 
tributing to the support of her little 
son and her mother, 'who have been 
living at New Haven. On 'the day of 
his mother's death the little lad was 
gleefully telling /riends he had just 
received a letter from his mother in 
which she had told him she was com- 
ing to New Haven to spend' a week 
with him vsry soon.

scribed Thaw's conduct, both normal 
ind queer on many occasions from! 
Feb. 1, 1908, the date of his commit-1 


ment, until June 25 of the present' 
year.

Thaw was Irrational now, Thaw's at-
